Diphtheria  has  been  less  prevalent,  14  cases  were  notified, 
14  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  1  died,  a  mortedity  rate  of  7%. 
The  mortality  rate  the  previous  year  was  5.6%. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  offers  the  best  means  of  prevention. 
This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  without  any  cost  to  the 
patient.

The  Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

Expectant  mothers  are  invited  to  attend  the  Clinic  at  Rock 
House  between  2  and  5  p.m.  the  first  and  third  Friday  in  every 
month. 

They  will  be  seen  by  the  Lady  Doctor,  who  will  give  advice 
to  the  patient.  Any  abnormalities  or  difficulties  are  discovered 
and  dealt  with.  There'  were  300  attendances  during  the  year. 


Birth  Control  Clinic. 

Suitable  patients  are  recommended  by  their  doctor  or  the 
doctor  in  charge  of  the  clinics. 

These  women  are  seen  by  the  Lady  Doctor  who  will  give 
advice  and  help.  During  the  year  there  311  attendances. 
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Nuising. 

Two  Queen’s  Nurses,  who  are  trained  and  qualified  midwives, 
are  employed  by  the  Swinton  District  Nursing  Association.  They 
reside  at  the  Nurses’  Home  in  Church  Street.  Messages  should 
be  sent  before  10  a.m.  either  to  the  Home  or  left  at  the  Post  Office. 
Two  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  W.R.C.C.  and  attend 
all  the  Welfare  Clinics  at  Rock  House  and  the  Clinics  at  the  various 
schools. 

They  also  visit  the  houses  of  mothers  of  young  babies. 

Tn  the  District  there  are  seven  mid  wives,  four  of  these  are 
employed  b}^  the  County  Council,  two  by  the  Nursing  Association 
and  one  independent  midwife.

Water  Supply. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  into  the  main  during  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1937,  was  124,217,000  gallons. 

The  Piccadilly  Well  yielded  58,606,000  gallons,  and  the 
Wortley  Avenue  Well  59,835,000  gallons.  The  Council  again  had 
to  draw  water  from  the  Wath  mains,  and  has  taken  5,776,000 
gallons  during  the  year. 

The  above  consumption  equals  22.7  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  28.62  inches.

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Additional  Closets. 

It  will  be  seen  that  28  additional  closets  have  been  provided 
to  existing  buildings,  thus  ensuring  gradually  that  each  house 
throughout  the  district  shall  have  its  own  sanitary  convenience, 
and  providing  more  hygienic  conditions.  There  is  now  99%  of 
the  houses  in  the  district  provided  with  its  own  sanitary  con¬ 
venience  excluding  of  course,  those  houses  condemned  and 
included  in  clearance  areas  and  for  individual  demolition. 


Yards  Paving. 

The  paving  of  yards  is  also  being  gradually  completed, 
chiefly  by  means  of  informal  action,  and  during  the  year  it  will 
be  seen  that  15  yards  in  respect  of  70  houses  have  been  paved. 
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Scavenging  of  Ashpits  and  Bins. 

This  work  has  again  been  carried  out,  as  previous^,  efficiently 
and  satisfactorily  without  complaint.  Collection  takes  place 
more  or  less  bi-weekly,  and  the  two  freighters  are  working  satis¬ 
factorily.  The  collection  of  refuse  from  the  additional  semi¬ 
detached  type  of  houses,  being  erected  throughout  the  district, 
has  been  done  without  any  additional  staff  or  transport.  It  will 
be  recognised  that  as  the  older  houses,  usually  many  in  one  yard, 
are  demolished,  the  work  of  scavenging  these  newer  type  of  houses 
will  be  more  difficult  than  the  old  type. 

Transport,  now  employed  full  time  is  two  S.  &  D.  freighters, 
one  with  a  7  cube  yard  body  emd  the  other  with  a  9  cube  yard 
body.  It  was  decided  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  that  a  30-cwt. 
general  purposes  lorry  be  purchased  to  be  used  chiefly  for  tip 
works. 

Labour  employed  is  : — ^One  chargehand,  two  drivers  and  eight 
fillers  for  collection,  and  two  full  time  men  solely  on  tips. 

The  Emptying  of  Ashpits  and.  Privies  is  as  heretofore,  always 
on  Sunday  night  every  three  or  four  weeks.  The  staff  of  one 
freighter  (each  alternately)  does  this  work  and  stand  off  from  bin 
emptying  on  the  following  day,  thus  one  day  binning  is  missed 
in  that  particular  week  that  ashpits  are  emptied.  Ashpits  and 
privies  will  gradually  disappear  as  the  property  to  which  they 
belong  is  demolished. 

Disposal  is  carried  out  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  only, 
on  the  Queen  Street  and  Kilnhurst  tips.  The  work  has  been 
carried  out  most  satisfactorily  and  efficiently,  and  the  work  of 
reclaiming  and  levelling  out  the  field  in  Queen  Street  is  making  a 
real  good  job.  The  Kilnhurst  tip  is  now  almost  filled  up,  and  it 
will  be  necessary  in  the  very  near  future  to  find  another  site  for 
tipping  for  that  end  of  the  district.

These  cases  occurred  spread  out  throughout  the  year,  there 
were  no  epidemic  outbreaks  and  were  a  considerable  decrease 
in  numbers  to  the  previous  year. 

Five  letters  were  written  to  other  Local  Authorities  respecting 
the  movements  of  persons  contact  with  patients  suffering  from 
any  one  of  these  diseases. 

The  usual  notices  to  Day  and  Sunday  Schools  debarring 
children  from  attending  for  the  period  of  incubation  were  sent  in 
each  case  together  with  those  debarring  borrowers  of  books  from 
the  Public  Library  and  the  Kilnhurst  Sub-Library. 

All  library  books  are  collected  from  infected  houses  and 
disinfected  before  being  returned  to  the  library  f  or  circulation 
again. 

A  bulletin  as  to  the  condition  of  patients  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  is  obtained  each  morning  and  posted  in  the  Public 
Library  for  the  information  of  relatives.  This  is  found  to  be  of 
great  value  to  the  people  concerned.

Drain  Stoppage. 

In  47  instances,  drains  of  private  properties  were  cleared  by 
this  department  under  the  scheme  the  Council  inaugurated  for 
removing  simple  stoppages  from  drains,  thus  ensuring  prompt 
attention  when  found,  and  preventing  a  recurring  nuisance  for 
several  days  under  the  usual  routine  system.  The  charge  was 
fixed  at  3s.  6d.,  and  many  owners  and  agents  still  avail  themselves 
of  the  usefulness  of  the  scheme.

What  methods  are  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from 
bed  bugs  ?  Spray  with  insecticide  loaned  to  tenants.  What 
methods  are  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants 
are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses  ?  Spray 
by  Council  staff  of  all  household  goods  aided  by  fumigation  block 
giving  off  gas,  closure  for  at  least  3  hours.  All  work  of  disinfesta¬ 
tion  is  done  by  the  Council. 

Housing  Acts. 

Extensive  internal  and  external  repair  of  properties  has 
been  carried  out,  covering  a  great  number  of  houses  by  informal 
action  chiefly.  This  is  done  by  meeting  owners  on  the  property 
and  discussing  works  required.  It  is  then  found  not  necessary 
for  so  much  formal  action,  and  at  the  same  time  has  been  possible 
to  get  more  detail  works  carried  out. 


Individual  Houses. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  became  operative  in  every 
case  without  any  appeal  in  respect  of  the  undermentioned  houses  : 
1  house  — 5  Victoria  Street,  Kilnhurst.

One  room  (divided  into  two)  over  a  passage  and  known  as 
No.  5  North  Street,  was  closed  for  human  habitation. 


It  is  proposed  to  rehouse  the  people  from  these  houses  in  the 
houses  now  being  erected. 

Re-housing. 

During  the  year  there  were  150  people  rehoused,  103  of  these 
were  taken  from  21  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  and  47  from  9 
houses  individually  condemned.  All  the  houses  newly  occupied 
were  on  the  Bowbroom  Estate. 
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There  were  20  houses  actually  demolished  during  the  year, 
5  in  clearance  areas  and  15  individually  condemned. 

54  letters  were  written  respecting  questions  of  re-housing. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  thank  the  members  for  theirsupport, 
and  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  by  other  .Officials  and 
my  sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  Hatherley  for  his  great  help  and  valued 
advice  given  to  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  during  the 
year.
